"Therefore I propose funds 
be collected from the people 
with which to build an exact 
duplicate of the Panay to be 
presented to the American 
navy so it may float again on 
the Yangtze, a symbol of good¬ 
will l>etween Japan and the 
United States.”

Orange county marketed $17,- 
250,000 worth of citrus products 
during the past year, with about 
$5,000,000 of that amount going 
to labor, Harry O. Easton, man¬ 
ager of the Placentia Orange 
County Fruit exchange, told mem¬ 
bers of the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce at Yorba Linda last 
night. 

Easton, in discussing the citrus 
industry in an agricultural pro¬ 
gram last night, said the Juice 
market is an asset to growers, and 
that the citrus exchange should 
enter the juice business and market 
all by-products. 

Easton added that he feared la¬ 
bor trouble In the industry during 
next summer’s picking season. 

A. J. McFadden, Santa Ana. 
president of the state chamber of 
commerce, also spoke, describing 
the walnut industry, pointing out 
that the center of the marketing 
area has moved from this district 
to Central California. Of the 
1,000,000 bags marketed from the 
Pacific coast during the past year, 
90 per cent came from California, 
he added. 

Brad Hellis, Irvine ranch super¬ 
intendent, discussed field crops of 
the county, reporting that 30 per 
cent of the county’s annual agri¬ 
cultural income is derived from 
that source. He remarked that a 
great deal of marginal land now 
being used for citrus production 
could be more profitably devoted 
to field crops. 

A talk by William Baker, Holly 
Sugar company official, featured 
a plea for additional growing of 
sugar beets. He said that the 
sugar company handled only 30 
per cent of its capacity during the 
past year. 

Discussing truck crops, D. W. 
Tubbs said that income from that 
source has been increasing at the 
rate of $250,000 annually. He 
warned ranchers, however, to pro¬ 
tect against soil diseases on their 
land. 

President Jack Crill, Garden 
Grove, was in charge of the meet¬ 
ing, which opened with a dinner 
served in the Masonic hall by mem¬ 
bers of the Wide Awake club of the 
Order of Eastern Star.

TAXPAYERS 


NEW YORK. (Special)—The 
treasury department has greatly 
extended the scope of information 
required of large income taxpay¬ 
ers and has in the last few days 
begun to demand of all in the up¬ 
per brackets annual statements 
about personal property from 
which no Income is derived, such 
as residences, automobiles, yachts, 
jewelry and presumably, works of i 
art. 

The instructions which Guy T. 
Helvering, commissioner of inter¬ 
nal revenue, has sent to collectors 
of the department state that the 
additional information is to be sup¬ 
plied for 1936 and subsequent 
years by individual taxpayers hav¬ 
ing a net income of $100,000. The 
nature of the information demand¬ 
ed is without precedent except for 
one year during the war, when 
the excess profits levy was in ef¬ 
fect. Never previously, it is said, 
has the treasury chosen to delve 
so intimately into the private af¬ 
fairs of taxpayers, purportedly for 
income tax purpose.s. 

The new form which the large 
taxpayers have to fill out is de¬ 
scribed by the treasury as a 
"statement of net worth,” The 
taxpayer is required to list all of 
his assets, item by item, whether 
they are income-producing or not. 
He then is told to set forth his li¬ 
abilities in detail—after which he 
must estimate—and swear to—his 
net worth. 

Included among the assets on 
which taxpayers are instructed to 
report are cash, accounts and 
notes receivable, all securities 
owned. Including those from which 
income is supposed to be tax ex¬ 
empt; mortgages, real estate, non¬ 
business property, partnership in¬ 
terests, joint ventures, leases 
syndicates, business property not 
falling under any of the other 
headings, and, finaily, other as¬ 
sets. All assets, the new form 
states, must be valued at cost.

4. If excessive loss of water from 
the dam should be reported, drill¬ 
ing will stop. 

5. Two of the 20 test holes must 
be backfilled with cement grout, 
and the others must be refilled 
with saturated sand when casings 
are removefl. 

The holes are being drilled as 
preliminary surveys for construc¬ 
tion of dams in the $15,000,000 
I flood control project.

Tips on Baking 
By Pastry Expert 


By MILLARD BROWNE 


Do you happen to know, Mrs. Jones, why your pie-crust 
tastes like a tortilla? Jack Barnett, local pastry technician, 
probably would tell you it was mixed too long or had too 
much flour. 

Barnetl, is about to publish a 
book on baking delicacies, and it 
ma.v be quite a guide to "what 
every housewife should know.” 


Brought up In his father’s 
bakery, Barnett has been bak¬ 
ing things all his life, and he’s 
experimented in all kinds of 
temperatures and atmospheric 
eonflitions. That leads to his ob¬ 
servation that temperature con¬ 
trol is the key to sur.ce8srul 
concoction of established recipes. 

« * * 

Barnett specialtief? are bread, 
rolls and doughnuts, and he’s 
baked them all for big hotels and 
as a caterer for clubs and parties. 
His toughest assignment: Baking 
in sub-zero weather at the peak 
of the Big Horn mountain for a 
U. S. geological survey crew. 

* * * 

Ke.v to success in all fancy 
baking, he claims, is expert 
knowledge of raw materials and 
just what they do to the fin¬ 
ished product. Here’s what hap- 
|)ens when housewives use basic 
ingredients wrong: 

« « * 

Too much milk makes pastries 
tough. 

Too many eggs make delicacies 
.so fluffy they’re likely to break 
down like a broken air bubble. 

Overdose of flour makes pas¬ 
tries tough. 

Shortening, if too profu.se. tends 
to melt through, break down the 
dough cells and make the dish 
greasy. 

Too much sugar makes the pas¬ 
try burn on the outside before it’s 
done on the inside; too little 
makes it taste flat. 

Overu.se of salt retards the ac¬ 
tion of the dough, spoils the ta.ste; 
too little salt makes dough rise be¬ 
fore the flour deve!op.s properly, 
e * * 

There are. other little tricks 
In the Barnett philosophy of 
baking. Knowing when to add 
a dash of salt or a squeeze of 
lemon juice, he points out, 
makes the difference between an 
ordinary and a super cake. 

* • * 

Water, salt and yeast are main 
"control” elements of pa.stry mak¬ 
ing. Salt and yeast govern fer¬ 
mentation, so Barnett uses more 
salt, less yea.st in .summer when 
things ferment faster. Water is 
the best governor of temperature; 
an oversupply makes dough soggy 
instead of letting it bake, while 
an undersupply leaves the mixture 
too .stiff to ferment properly. 

* * * 

Pnsirv baking Is an entirely 
different profession from other 
kinds of conking, and most ho¬ 
tel bakers wouldn’t know how 
to go about putting a salad nr 
sandwich together, Barnett de- 
elares. Fanov pastry makers 
also are different from big- 
time bakers, heeaiise mass pro¬ 
duction of bread and read.v- 
made cakes Is governed by them- 
ostats and machinery. 

• « » 

Apple pie is the most univer- 
•sally popular pastry, the local 
baker finds, though good rolls 
will dl-sappear rapidly at any kind 
of gathering. 

* « « 

Biggest faults of many house¬ 
wives are mixing flour ton long 
and tr.vlng to make pastries too 
rich b.v adding milk. The latter 
mistake is an understandable 
attemnt to get awa.v from flat¬ 
ness, but It causes the mixture 
to tniie’hen too rapidly and 
makes It sogg.y If overdone. 

• ' • m 

Pie-enists, bane of many home- 
stvle bakens, are a cinch, Barnett 
insists. His formula: Mea.sure 
flour, shortening and watering 
oorreetly; add .salt to the water 
(before i'.’s added to the other 
ineredients) .so it will distribute 
enua'ly: put a nineh of hakinsr 
powder In the flour and sift it 
well: then rub the flour and 
shortening foerether, add the wa- 
ter-.salt .solution and fold the 
doiis-h Instead of .stirrlnsr It. Mold 
it into a round loaf, store it in 
the refri^’erator so the shortening 
doesn't mix so«'<''i1y with the flour, 
and roll It into nanrake form 
whenever you’re ready to bake the 
pie.

GUID/UICE FOR ADULT WORK 


HANOKAPPED 


YOUNG URGED 


"Santa Ana should make it pos¬ 
sible for its young people to find 
out what they can do after they 
leave school.” This was the gist 
of a talk given before the Rotary 
club yesterday by Miss Ruth Hick- 
ox, well-known Los Angeles voca¬ 
tional counsellor, and a former 
Santa Ana school girl. 

With the use of intelligence tests 
and conferences with the young 
folk-s. Miss Hickox believes hit and 
miss methods of placing people into 
the proper work can be greatly 
reduced. 

She urged citizens here to use 
ail facilities available at the local 
state employment service office, 
the chamber of commerce, the 
county and city librariei?. the 
schools and other agencies in work¬ 
ing out a program of aptitude 
analysis for the young people. 

One central place should be es¬ 
tablished in Santa Ana where boys 
and girls can get this needed ad¬ 
vice. It was pointed out by one 
Rotarian that the two county jun¬ 
ior colleges are at present working 
on a program similar to the one 
which Miss Hickox urges. 

Mi-ss Hickox’ mother and father 
were well-known residents of Santa 
Ana while she was a school pupil 
here. Mr. Hickox is now dead and 
her mother, Mrs. Lou P. Hickox, 
is a resident of Laguna Beach. 
Miss Hickox was introduced to the 
Rotarians by Mac O. Robbins. 

He told the audience that she Is 
a speaker several times weekly 
over radio stations KRKD and KFI 
and writes a newspaper syndicated 
column.

tern of production. 

And It was when I had come 
to know his work, that of Mil¬ 
lard Sheets and Milford Zornes 
that I realized we had seen, in the 
last three years, the creation of 
the Sheets school of painting. 

It is when someone dares to tell 
me Craig or Zornes (in especial) 
are aping, copying, or cribbing 
from. Sheets that I skyrocket to 
the white heat of my temper and 
tell him!

VifASHINGTON.—The full dress 
suit which is compulsory at the 
gridiron dinners in Washington, is 
unquestionably the most expensive 
costume outside the military and 
diplomatic uniformed ranks. It 
costs as much as $200, although 
it is possible to buy ready-mades 
for $50, but the point is that un¬ 
less a man is an actor, a cabinet 
member or a night club rounder, 
to whom a full dress suit is a pro¬ 
fessional uniform, like the farmer’s 
overalls or the horseshoer’s leather 
apron, he wears it too seldom to 
get his money’s worth. 

It is not uncommon for a man 
to buy a dress suit for one special 
event and never have occasion to 
wear it again, and the bureau of 
standards has ascertained that the 
average number of wearings is 
just a fraction over three at an 
average cost of $35 per wearing.

PHILADELPHIA. — Scientists 
are using .sound as a scalpel to cut 
out of typhoid fever vaccine the 
impurities that cause unpleasant 
after-effects. 

I The .sound scalpel tear.s apart | 
1 the bodies of typhoid germs. This

j solution and pa.s.sing through it 
high-pitched, whistling sounds. 

One sub.stance .separated in this 
way from the germ.s is typhoid 
"virulence antigen.” This antigen, 
a protein, i.s the stuff that makes 
typhoid vaccine. The sound yields 
pure antigen. Chemical extraction, 
the usual way of obtaining the 
antigen, leaves impurities which 
have been blamed for aftcr-eL'ects 
of typhoid vaccination. 

Experiments with pure .sound- 
made antigen are under way at the 
Johnson Foundation and the de¬ 
partment of biology of the Univer¬ 
sity of Penn.sylvania. Rabbits and 
other animal.s have been given 
“ma.s.sivc” doses of the virulence 
antigen, much more than would be 
needed to protect against typhoid. 

In no ca.se have the.se huge doses 
been followed by serious reactions.
